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NOTE. 

This book contaias, in re-arranged order and with some modific- 
ations, the Civil Circulars of 1879, with subsequent additions and 
alterations, and incorporates certain Circulars which were originally 
issued separately. 

Everything contained in the book of 1879^ and in Circulars 
Nos. 1182 and 1462 of 1882 and 1406 of 1883 and not here repub- 
lished is cancelled. 

In order aa far as possible to avoid making the book unwieldy by 
pasting slips into it, correcting slips containing minor alterations 
will in future direct that such alterations be made by hand. SuqJi 
slips should on no account be pasted into the book. If it be desired 
to preserve them, it should be done separately. Slips containing 
new sections should invariably bo pasted at the end of the chapter— 
or in the ease of Chapter I, which is divided into three parts, A, B 
and C, and Part A into subdivisions, at the end of the part or subdi- 
rision — to which they belong. Such slips will bear the number of the 
Circular in connection with which they are to be inserted, and also a 
serial letter, by which it will be possible to see at a glance that all 
the additions to any given chapter or subdivision are in their places* 
For example, supposing that ad&itional circulars are in process 
of time required first after Circular No. 135 and afterwards after 
Circular No. 127 in Chapter III, they will be pasted at the end of 
that chapter as Circular Na 135 A and Circular No, 127 B, respect- 
ively. 

The Circulars contained in the first ten chapters of this book should 
be quoted as " High Court Civil Circular No. 99/* or as the case 
may be. It will be unnecessary to quote either chapter or page, 
except when reference is made to Chapters XI, XII and XIII»

SUITS AND OTHER PROCEEDINGS TO 
FINAL DISPOSAL. 

INITIATION OF PROCEEDINGS. 

1. When a plaint is admitted, the Clerk of the Court shall, with 
his own hand, endorse thereon the date of its admission and an order 
that the particulars thereof be entered in the Register of Civil Suits. 

When it has been registered, the Judge shall, with his own hand> 
endorse thereon an order fixing the day for the apiiearance of the 
defendant, and directing whether the summons shall be for the settle- 
ment of issues only or for the final disposal of the suit. 

2. Any interlineation or correction in a plaint or written state- 
ment as presented or tendered shall be attested by the initials of the 
party presenting or tendering it and of the Clerk of the Court. 

3. When copies of documents arc filed with the plaint under 
Sections 59 and 62 of the Code of Civil Procedure, the Clerk of the 
Court or other officer appointed by the Court in that behalf shall 
ordinarily compare them with the originals, aijd certify on the face of 
them that he has done so, and that they correspond. In cases of 
special importance such copies shall be verified by the Judge. 

4. In every suit the Court shall require the plaintiff to state 
clearly in the plaint how the valuation of the suit has been arrived at. 

5. In suits for the price of goods sold retail, the plaint should 
either set out the account in detftil, or should be accompanied by a 
copy of the account to be served upon the defendant. 

6. Rejected plaints shall be recorded together with the orders of 
rejection and the reasons for the same and any evidence which may 
have been taken. A Register of Rejected Plaints shall be kept in each 
Court in Form No. YII at page 180. The entries in the Register shall 
be numbered in every year according to the order in which the plaints 
are rejected.

7. If y after a plidnt has been registered^ parties are either joined or 
struck out, or the plaint is otherwise amended^ such amendment shall 
be initialled by the Judge, and a corresponding amendment of tlie 
Begister shall be made and initialled by the Clerk of the Court 

8. When a Subordinate Judge is invested with the powers of a 
Court of 3mall Causes, separate Registers must be kept in respect of 
suits tried by him in that capacity, and in respect of applications for 
execution of decrees passed in such suits. 

9. In the Eegister of Suits the names of the parties shall bear 
consecutive numbers and shall be written one below the other. 

10. On every application an order shall be endorsed, showing 
how it was disposed of : e. g,, an application for summonses to witnesses 
should be endorsed as follows : — ^^ Application granted, summonses 
to be issued for next," or ^' Application rejected, because &c. 
(enter reasons for rejection)."

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DESPATCH OF COURT BUSINESS. 

17. Every Judge should ordinarily sit for the disposal of 
ineg^ar judicial business for five hours every working day, exclu- 
sive of the tiine occupied in office and chamber work. He shoul4 
ordinarily begin his work in Court not later than 11-30 a.m» (official 
time)^ and except for special cause he need not prolong either a f ore*- 
noon or afternoon sitting in Court beyond three hours, nor should 
^e ordinarily sit in Court after 5-30 p.m. (official time). 

18. i. The following rules and principles are to be adhered to, 
in order as far as possible to prevent the delay in the disposal of 
suits and applications for exQcut^op, which has been found to be 
occasioned by want of system in calling on cases for hearing and by 
the practice of sanctioning adjournments on the mere application of 
one of the parties based on insufficient grounds. 

(a) Certain days in the week may, by general rules, to be 
made by the Judge of each Court, be reserved for fixing issues, 
deciding ex-parta or Small Cause Court cases likely to occupy little 
^me, and disposing of applications in execution not involving the 
hearing of evidence or lengthy enquiry, and other shor^ miscellaneous 
matters. This rule is not in any way meant to prohibit the hearing 
on such days of long causes, if for any reason it is convenient to 
take them i|p, or to qontinue them on such days. On the cpntrary, 
care should be taken %o set down other work to occupy the time of 
the pourt in ci^se such short causes and miscellaneous work should 
be insufficient to occupy the whole day. 

(b) Subject to this reservation^ the hearing of cases shall be 
continued from day to day agreeably to Section 156 of the Code of 
Civil Procedu|!e, until the hearing is finished oi: adjourned for some 
qiecial reason connected with the suit. 

(c) Of the cases set down for any particular day, whether it be 
for the perusal of documents or for the hearing of evidence or argu- 
ments, the oldest on the list should ordinarily be called on first, and 
it should be proceeded with until the hearing is fully completed, the 
cases below it on the list being, if necessary, adjourned. 

(d) In fixing the hearing of cases on the daily boards, due 
regard must be had to the rule that ccet&i^ia paribus o\i. cases are 
entitled to be set down before new ones, and that when a case is

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SUMMONING AND ATTENDANCE OF WITNESSES. 

20. In Courts subordinate to the High Court, the travelling and 
other expenses of witnesses shall bo paid according to the following 
scale under Sections 160 and 162 of the Code of Civil Procedure : — 

(a) European and East Indian witnesses are to be allowed 
their actual expenses for carriage when the same are not in excess of 
six annas a mile. They are also to be allowed a sum not exceeding 
Rs. 2-8-0 a day for subsistence allowance for the time of their 
attendance at and journey to and from the Court, if they deaxand 
the same. 

(6) Native witnesses of the better class, as patels, pindhar- 
pesh&s, merchants, vakils, and persons of corresponding rank, are 
to be allowed from 8 annas to 1 rupee a day, and artizons 6 annaa 
a day, as subsistence allowance. 

(c) Native witnesses of the class of cultivators and menials, 
who would not under ordinary circumstances voluntarily incur any 
expense on account of special lodging when away from home, are to 
be allowed subsistence money at the rate of 4 anHas per day. 

(rf) The persons mentioned in Clauses (b) and (c) are also to 
receive railway and other travelling expenses actually incurred by 
them, provided the same be reasonable. When the journey to and 
from the Court is made by railway or other means of conveyance, 
the time for which subsistence allowance is paid should be that 
actually spent on the journey. Where the journey is made on foot, 
15 miles a day should be reckoned as a day's journey, and subsist, 
ence allowance should be paid accordingly. 

(e) Peculiar cases not provided for in the above Rules are to bo 
dealt with according to their own merits, and at the discretion of tho 
Court from which subsistence money or travelling allowance is 
demanded. 

21. The period within which the travelling expenses and ex- 
penses for one day's attendance, under the f o'regoing Rule, are to 
be paid into Court by the party applying for a summons shall be 
fixed by the Court at the time when the appUeation is made ; and 
on the payment of the said expenses the summons^lull be granted 
forthwith.

When the hearing of a case is adjourned to a future day, 
and a party requires the re-attendance on that day of a witness then 
present in Court, whether summoned or brought by a party to give 
evidence, such witness, before leaving the Court, may on the motion 
of the party be served with an order for re-attendance in Form 
No. XIII, at page 185, provided that the party there and then pays 
him his travelling and other expenses for his re-attendance under 
Circular No. 20 above. 

26. By the Government of India's Resolution No. 3025 of the 
31st December 1878, Collectors and Mdmlatd^rs are authorized to 
make advances for the payment of subsistence money to witnesses 
summoned by a Judge in a suit under trial in his Court without 
an application from either party. Such advances will be refunded 
from the amount realized in execution of the decree, and in cases 
in which no execution takes place, in such manner as to the Court 
shall appear appropriate.

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AFFIDAVITS. 

32. District Courts are empowered by the Government of Bombay 
under Section 197 of the Civil Procedure Code (see Resolution of 
the 12tli October 1877J to appoint officers to administer oaths to 
declarants for the purpose of affidavits in the District Courts, and 
the Courts subordinate t^ the District Courts, within the meaning 
of Section 2 of the Code. 

All appointments under this ResAition ard to be reported to the 
High Court. 

33. When any person desires to make any application to the 
High Court in its civil or criminal jurisdiction, and to support the 
same by an affidavit or statement on solemn affirmation, any Court 
or Magistrate, or the Clerk of a District Court, shall, on application, 
take such affidavit or statement on solemn affirmation, and on pay- 
ment by an affixed stamp of such fee as may be legally prescribed, 
authenticate the same by signature with endorsement stating clearly 
that the affidavit was made on oath or solemn affirmation in the pre- 
sence of the Court or officer attesting it.

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COMMISSIONS* 

35. Before issuing any commission under Chapter XXV of the 
Code of Civil Procedure, 1882, the Civil Court shall^ as a general 
rule^ order such sum as it thinks reasonable for the expenses of the 
commission, to be, within a time to be fixed by the Court, paid into 
Court by the party at whose instance or for whose benefit the com- 
mission is issued. Iq the order appointing a commissioner it shall 
be stated that a fee not exceeding a sum to be fixed by the Court 
will be paid to the commissioner for the execution of the commission. 
When the commission is executed to the satisfaction of the Court, the 
full sum mentioned shall be paid to the commissioner ; but where 
the commission is not executed at all, or not fully or satisfactorily 
executed, or the work done turns out to be less than was expected, 
it will be in the discretion of the ^Court to direct a smaller amount 
to be paid, or to make any other order in the matter which it thinks 
just and proper under the circumstances. 

Such fees, when the Commissioner is a servant of Government in 
the Judicial Department^ and the work of executing the commission 
is not done entirely out of office hours, are to be credited to Govern- 
ment in accordance with Government Besolution (Revenue Depart- 
ment) No. 7858 of the 28th September 1885.

74. In order to prevent the issue of proceba uv. s a decr^ 

which has been already fully satisfied, the officer noting any applica- 
tion for execution in the register of the suit, as required by Section 
245 of the Code of Civil Procedure, shall make the note before any 
process is issued on the application. He shall, at the same time 
examine any entries of previous applications and, if necessary, bring 
them to the notice of the Court. 

75. Ill addition to the usual orders, endorsements and reports, 
each paper filed in an execution proceeding shall have endorsed on it 
the number under vrhich it is entered in the Bozn&md and the number 
of the application for execution. When the execution is completed, 
all the papers shall be placed with the Rozndma so as to form a 
complete case for record. 

76. The words '' a copy of any order for the execution of the 
decree" in Section 224 (c) of the Civil Procedure Code mean a copy 
of any subsisting order. 

77. Copies of decrees referred to in Section 224 (a) of the Code 
of Civil Procedure should be stamped in accordance with Article 7 
of Schedule I of the Court Fees Act. 
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78. When execution of a decree is stayed by a competent Court, 
the application for such execution should not be struck off the file, but 
adjourned pending the final order of the Court staying execution or 
the decision of a suit filed under Section 283 of the Code of CStI 
Procedure, if one is filed within the prescribed period of limitation. 

79. Similarly, when a claim to possession of property is registered 
as a suit under Section 331 of the Civil Procedure Code, the applica- 
tion for execution is not to be struck off the file, but adjourned pend- 
ing the decision of the suit 

80. * When at the time of passing a decree for land, or of con- 
firming a sale of land in execution of a decree, there is a crop on ibe 
land, the plaintiff seeking possession under the decree or the auction- 
purchaser, as the case may be, shall be at liberty to take the crop at 
a valuation, to be made under the orders of the Court according to 
the value of the crop at such time, including any instalments of the 
Oovemment assessment which the defendant may have paid for the 
current year. 

81. * If the plaintiff or the auction-purchaser is unwilling to 
take the crop at such valuation, the execution of the decree or the 
delivery of possession to the purchaser shall be stayed until after the 
expiration of sufficient time for the crop to be gathered.

88. Applications under Section 278 of the Civil Procedure Codl 
for the removal of an attachment should be verified in the saim 
manner as plaints.

IX. If after the proclamation has been settled any matter 
is brought to the notice of the Court which it considers material 
for purchasers to know, it shall cause the same to be notified when 
the property is put up for sale. 
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X. So much of tho foregoing rules as may be applicable 
shall be followed in case of application to sell moveable property 
attached by prohibitory order so that the description of such 
property may be as complete as possible. 

XL In the case of other moveables, the Court may make 
such inquiries as it thinks proper but shall not be bound to do 
so unless application is made to raise the attachment or to declare 
alien. 

XH. It shall not be necessary to sell at the same time or 
place moveable and immoveable property attached in execution of 
the same decree. 

XTTT. As respects all sales of immoveable property the 
Court in fixing the place of sale shall consult the wishes of the 
parties, preference being given to those of the judgment-debtor.

Form No. 150 of Schedule IV of 
the Code of Civil Procedure, the amount for which the property 
was sold shall invariably be q>ecified. 

94. The Civil Procedure Code, Section 316, requires that such 
certificates should bear the date of the confirmation of the sale, and

95. It is not necessary to keep an office copy of certificates of 
sale issued under Section 316 of the Code of Civil Procedure, the 
copy of the proclamation of sale recorded in the proceedings of the 
application for execution being sufficient to show what has been 
sold. 

On the . date on which the certificate is issued, an entry shall be 
made in the Roznd.ma and also in the ?»egister of appUcations for 
execution of the fact of its haying been issued. 

No fee shall be charged for the writing of sale certificates.

RECORDS AND COPIES. 

124. The following Rules are made for keeping the reconls of 
Civil Courts. (See also Section 32 of Regulation II of 1827 
quoted with Circular No, 13*9 below) : — 

L The Subordinate Judges shall, on or before the 25th day of 
each month, forward to the Record-keeper of the District Court 
the records of all the suits decided by them during the previous 
month. 

iL With such records shall be forwarded under the signature 
of the Subordinate Judge a Register in Form XCI at page 257 
which Register, after being compared with the records by the Be- 
cord -keeper, shall be endorsed by that oflBcer to the following effect 
and signed by him ; — '^ All the cases entered in this Register have 
been examined by me, and the number of papers^ in them is as stated 
in columns 6 and 7. The stamps on all which have stamps havo 
been punched." 

iii. A true copy of the endorsement so made shall be sent by 
the Record-keeper to the Subordinate Judges so as to reach theoi 
before the next Registers are sent off by them. 

iv. The District Judges shall give such orders and prescribe 
such forms as may be necessary for the proper arrangement of all 
the Records in the Record room, the principal object being that any 
case or paper may be readily found when required. 

v. In the Districts in which the Dekkhan Agriculturists' Relief 
Act, XVII of 1879, is in operation, the records of all suits, decided by 
Subordinate Judges under the provisions of Chapters II and IV of 
the said Act, shall be forwarded quarterly to the Record-keeper (rf 
the District Court, in^ad of monthly, as directed in Clause i of th« 
above Rules. 

125. The following are the Rules for the destruction of records 
framed under Section 2 of Act III of 1879 :— 

J. — District and Subordinate Courts.* 
(a) Where room is required, hut not otherwise, the records of 
Buits to which Section 586 of the Civil Procedure Code appUea,

IV. — General Rules applicable to all CourtS' 

(a) In preparing the list of papers which is placed in each re- 
cord before handing it to the Record-keeper, a star (*) shall be pre- 
fixed to the title and number of each document which under any 
general or special rale is to be permanently preserved.

Civil Courts Act), the High Court directs that ministerial officers 
•hall continue to perform the duties which were discharged by them 
at the time of the passing of the Act. Such duties so far as the 
District Courts, including th6 Courts of Assistant Judges, are con- 
cerned, are prescribed by so much of Sections 30, 31 and 32 of 
Begulation II of 1827 as is quoted below.

Eighth. — The Sheristedir shall, if practicable, deliver over to the 
ehai;ge of the Record-keeper the papers in all cases decided in any 
of the Courts of the zilla, within thirty (30) days after a decree 
has been passed, unless an appeal has been entered. 

Ninth. — An inventory shall be -delivered along with the paper 
to the Record-keeper^ and the Sheristeddr shall obtain a receipt for 
them in a book to be kept for that purpose. 

xxxii. First — The Court shall have a Record-keeper, with so many 
assistants as may be necessary, who shall have charge of the records 
of all the Civil Courts within the zilla.

— The suits shall be arranged during the current year 
according to the date on which they were respectively delivered in 
for record, and shall be so kept until the year is completed, when 
they shall be arranged for permanent record according to the year 
in which they commenced respectively, and the number which 
each bears upon the general file of that year.

be addressed to " The Prothonotary, High Court," and those in- 
tended for the Appellate Side to " The Registrar^ High Court." 

146. All decrees or cwdcrs from the Mofusail Courts for execu- 
tion by the High Court, 

All returns to process received from the Prothonotary for service

All commissions, and generally all documents, forwarded by the 
Prothonotary to the Mofussil Courts and required to be returned 
to the High Court, should be forwarded to the Original Side 
of this Court.

152. The following Rules are to be observed by all Courts in 
making remittances through the post. Sums not less than Ba. 2 
wherever practicable, should be sent by money order. Sums under 
Rs. 2 should be sent in stamps. In order that stamps may not be 
damaged, they should be stitched to the a<xx)mpaniment^ and not 
gummed on to it. When postage stamps are sent, and the valne 
of the stamps is sufficient to justify the expense of r^istration, 
parties should be recommended to register the letters with which 
the stamps are sent. 

153. Reports on the inspection of Subordinate Courts (see 
Circular No. 183 below), and the explanations accompanying the 
half-yearly Returns of civil cases and of applications for execution 
(Nos. II, III and IV at pages 141, 142 and 143 below) are to be 
written only on the outer half of each page of paper used, the inner 
half mai^in beng left blank. 
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LIBRARIES. 

154. The following Rules are prescribed for the libraries of 
Subordinate Ck)urts, and are applicable midatfs mutandis to those 
of District Courts : — 

i. A catalogue is to be kept of all books in the library, and the^ 
names of new books acquired added to it immediately on receipt. 

ii. The Nazir is to have charge of the library, and will be- 
responsible for any books that may be lost. 

iiL Each Subordinate Judge will, on taking charge of the 
Court, examine the books and compare them with the catalogue 
which he will sign. If any book is missing, he will at once make 
a report to the District Judge, who -will itfake such enquiry and 
take such steps for replacing the work as may appear necessary. 

iv. The Subordinate Judge will from time to time, as he may 
think expedient, examine the books in the library, and he will be 
held personally responsible for the preservation of the works in 
good order. A report as to the condition of the library should be 
made to the District Judge at the beginning of every calendar year. 

V, The Indian Law Reports should be regularly bound as the 
volumes are completed, and Subordinate Judges are particularly 
requested to see that this is done carefully and correctly, as great 
inconvenience is caused when the numbers are not bound in proper 
sequence and with reasonable skill. 

vi. No books are to be removed from the Court-house except 
by the Subordinate Judge, who will give a receipt to the Ndzir for 
any book he may take home with him, and recover it on returning 
the book. 

vii. The Acts of the Legislature supplied to the Court are to be 
carefully filed and boimd, and added to the library. In at least one 
set the alterations made from time to time by new laws should be 
promptly and accurately noted. 

viii. Orders of the Executive Government under powers con- 
ferred by the Legislature and of the High Court affecting the con- 
Btruction or operation of laws are to be preserved and noted in the 
same way as Acts. 
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ix. Attention is also drawn to Government Resolution in the 
Judicial Department, No. 2636 of the 29th April 1886 and No. 31 of 
the 4th January 1888, the substance of which is as follows : — 

(a) Every Assistant Judge, Subordinate Judge and Mofnssil 
Small Cause Court Judge shall submit, on the 1st Jana«u-y of each 
year, to tbe District Judge a report on the state of the librarj 
attached to his Court, stating whether the catalogue has been 
written up to date, what, if any, books are missing, what steps 
are being taken to replace them, whether the books are all in 
good condition, the extent to which Law Reports and other pub- 
lications supplied in parts have been bound ap, &o. Tlie District 
Judge will then issue such orders as may be necessary on tbe 
report. 

(6) All District Judges, Assistant Judges, Subordinate 
Judges and Small Cause Court Judges shall keep, in a separate 
file, duly numbered, all letters and memoranda accompanying 
books sent for the libraries of the Courts. On each such letter a 
memorandum must be endorsed, the date of the receipt of the 
book, and the number assigned to it in the Court library ; tliJS 
endorsement should be initialled or signed by the Judge or Clerk 
of the Court and by the Ndzir. 

(e) Every officer in taking oyer charge of a Coort shoaii 
ascertain the correctness of the library catalogue by comparison 
with the file of letters and memoranda arid see that all the books 
are forthcoming ; he should also sign a memorandum to that 
effect, a copy of which should be filed with the file of letters and 
memoranda and a duplicate given to the offioer from whom ho . 
takes over charge. 

(d) A reference to the instructions given in (ft) and (c) and » 
statement of the steps taken to comply with them should be added 
to the report ordered by the High Court in Rule IV, above. 

(e) District and Assistant Judges on tour should invaiisbly 
satisfy themselves that the library attached to any Subordinate 
Court visited is kept in thoroughly good order. 
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HOLIDAYS, VACATIONS, LEAVE ANEb 
TRANSFERS. 

155. L Under Secticm 43 of Act XIV of 1869, in addition to- 
ihe days therein mentioned^, those named in the accompanying list 
are sanctioned as holidays in the District and Subordinate Courts. 
Hie Courts may also be closed for a day on the occasion of a visible 
edipse of the sun or moon.

173. When the NAzir is appointed administrator under Section 
10, Regulation VIII of 1827, he shall, on taking possession, submit 
a proclamation in the form contained in Appendix C, Regulation 
Vill of 1827, for signature and seal of the Judge, and this procla-

Instructions^ 

1. It will be noticed that the present Rules and Forms 
apply solely to moneys received and paid by Civil Courts in 
connection with suits or Judicial proceedings. They do not 
apply to moneys received and paid by a Nazir in the administra^ 
tion of a minor's or lunatic's estate. The administration by the 
Kazir of any such estate will continue to be under the super^^ 
vision of the Judge. 

2. In the same way, the Rules and Forms do not apply to 
Government money which has been paid into, or drawn from, 
the treasury on account of pay or other allowances of judicial 
establishments. In respect of such Government money, District 
and Subordinate and Small Cause Court Judges are bound to 
carry out such orders as may be issued from time to time by Go- 
vernment, or the Accountant General acting under Government 
orders. As illustrations of other it^ms not appearing in the 
Civil Court accounts, the following may be noted : —

3. Turning ta the forms :— A supply of blank bilingual 
forms (English and Vernacular) can be obtained by indent on the 
Government Central Press. The book of receipts (Potm^'A) will 
be in bound books of 500 forms^ each receipt and counterfofl 
being serially numbered. If found more convenient^ two or 
more books may be used at the same time, each being distinc- 
tively marked. 

4. It wiU be noticed that the Begist^:8 A,B,E,E,a,H 
may be kept in all Courts in English or Vernacular. In District 
Courts the Forms C, D, I, J^ ^X^ inust be used in £!nglish only, 
and there need be no difficulty in this respect, as no person not 
possessed of a good knowledge of English can be appointed Nazir 
of a District Uourt. (Circulars, 140 (v), page 100). In Sub- 
ordinate and Small Cause Courts, all the accounts may be kept 
and the forms used in the Yernacular ; but the duplim^tes of the 
Registers C, D (which must be written up both original and 
duplicate from day to day) must be submitted every month m 
English to the Accountant General As the forms are | bilingual, 
this will not be difficult, if care and supervision are exercised by 
the Judges of the Subordinate and Small Cause Courta The 
implication for refund of lapsed deposit (Form M) is in EngUsh 
only, and will be filled u^ in English in all Courts. 

5. Most of the forms are practically the same as those here* 
tofore in use. The Blisters of receipts and payments on account 
ef subsistence money of civil prisoners and expenses of witnesses 
{Q, H) are new ; aad instead of the old general day<^book and 

general ledger (Bl, B2) and execution day<^book and ledger (Dl,

Items referring 
to the same estate^ but entered on various dates, should always 
refer back to the original entry of the estate, which should con«> 
tain in the colnmn of remarks a reference to all subsequent 
entries. 

8. In the same way with the Register of attached property 
(F) :— ^Entries, referring to the same attachment but oocurring 
at various dates, should always show a reference to. the originu 
entry. It must be lindcrstood that this Register F in no way 
supersedes the Register of applications for execution of decrees 
(Form XVII, Circulars, pages 188, 189) or the Register of suits

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9. With relfereace to Bule IS and Eorms 0> H, it should 
be understood that the amounts retniDed by the Nazir for 8ub«- 
fiistence money of civil prijsoners and expenses of witnesses are 
in excess of the cash balanee referred to in Rule 18. The Bai- 
lift's Process Service and Receipt Book (At, Otrculars, page 155) 
is retained; but with respect to the 12th eolnmn of that form, the 
money returned by the Bailiff should be re«entered in Register 6, 
unless handed over at once to the pftrty or pleader. (Circular 
Ko. 1177. I7ih September 1886). In the cftse of ebcpenses of 
witnesses sent to, or received from. Other Courts, the necessary 
information can be easily shown in the Registers 0, H. ^VtHiere 
any sum on account of expenses is paid to a witness in Court in 
the course of the suit or proceeding, and a receipt is taken there 
and then and filed in the record^ no entry need be made in Regis- 
ters G, BL The few instances, covered by the Circular No. 26, 
page 15, should be shown in the Begiilters G, H, 

10. It will be noticed that while remittances of money to 
be credited at once to Government are sent to the treasury with 
a chalan unly (Rule 14), remittances of money to be credited to 
the Court's deposit account ai)e sent to tho treasury with the pass- 
book and a chalan (Rule 1S|). ^ (The last working day of the 
month referred to in Rule 18 is, in the case of sub -treasuries, 
usually the 25tb, except in March, wtien they close on the 31st. 
Special provision will be made for thf^ few cases ini Which there 
are no sub-treasuries at the places where the sub-courts are held. 

11. The ledger (J), it will be noticed, will not contain any 
entries of any moneys not to be found in the deposit Registers 
C, D. The list ot lapsed deposits (Rule 23) must be prepared 
from the Registers C and G^ and not from the ledger. Prefixed 
to the ledger there should be an index in rough ailphabetical order 
showing the names of the defendants or persons paying tlie 
moneys, t^e corresponding pages of the ledger, and the numbera 
of the suita or proceedings. 

' It is not necessary to have aocouilts in the ledger correspond- 
ing to the intestate and attached property Registers (£, F). 

12. Copying and translations fees, which are pud to the 
sectioners and translators and are not credited to Qeveroment,.
